AN ACCOMPT 

Concerning the Baths of Auftria and fftiqginr j 44 alfo fome 
Stone-Qiiarrries, Talcum r>ocks r &c, inthoje farts : By the 
fame hand. 

IN order to anfwer fome of the other Queries i I here prefent 
you with this Accompt concerning -.Btthtfod fome other fub- 
)z&$) contained thejein, 

Baden is a little Ciry in 4»{lri*> four German miles South* 
ward from Vienna^ feated on a plain, but nigh unto a ridge of 
hills, which are the excursions of Mount CeHw, It is much re- 
forted unto by reafqu of the Natural Baths of that place, wherein 
the Springs are fo numerous, as to afford convenient Baths* two 
within the Town, five without the Wall, and 2 beyond a rivolet 
called Swechet. 

The Dukes-Bath is thelargeft, about 20 feet fquare, in the 
middle of an houfe of the fame figure, built over it. The Va- 
pour paffes, through a tunnel of wo^d, at the top : and the Wa- 
ter is conveyed into the bottom of the Bath, at one corner, 
through woodden pipes and trees, under the Town-wall, from 
the Spring head, which rifeth at a little diftance Weft- ward. 
The Springs of the reft of the Baths rife under them, and are 
let in through holes of the Plancher, for all the Bathsare wain- 
fcoted, the feats, fides and bottoms being made of Fine. The 
Water for the moft part is clear and tranfparent, yet fomewhac 
blewifh, and makeththe skin appear pale in it, as doth the 
fmoak of Brimftone. Itcoioreth Metals (except Gold, whofe 

co* 



colour it alfo heightens) tui^bg'thtra ibfcick ih &few minutes. 
TheCoynofthis Country, misrt of CdppeivandSil^e^hMng 
vt of Silvery and tV of Copperas in & 
a white into a dark yellow, and foon after becomes black. To 
the Mofs and Plants, which it waflieth, it gives a fine green co- 
lour, and leaves often afcum upon them of a Purple mixc with 
white. As it runs from the Spring-head , it fomewhat re- 
fembles the Sulphur-river in the way from Tivoli to Rome , 
but is not fo ftrong or ftinking , nor doth it incruftate its 
banks. 

The Spring- head is alfo confiderable, in regard that it rifeth 
under a rocky hill at fome diftance from the entrance into it: 
For, I patfd to it, about the length of 40. yards 5 through an Ar- 
ched paflage cut in the rock, which is alfo a natural ftove, (as* 
that of Tritela and Baj* ) made by the hot Bath water run- 
ning under it. Moftpart of this Cave is incruftated with a white 
fubJftance, by them called Salt-Eeter y whereof I havefent yotr 
fome, At the moudiiof the Cave it becomes hawfe* and ftony, 
I cauiMfotrie of the pipes, through which the Bath- water runs* 
to be opened, and from the upper part of the pipe, I took fome 
quantity of fitieSuiphur in powder; fomewhat like Ptowers of 
Brimftone $ this being as 'twere, fublimed from the water, and 
not depofed, being found in the upper part of the pipe, oleum 
Sttlpb. per campanam dropped into this water* is received into 
it quietly, oleumtart. per deliquium caufeth an ebullition, as in 
the making oiTartarumFitriolatum 

Thefecond Bath within the Wall is* that of our Lady, about 
1 7 foot broad, and 24 long. One end of it is under a Church of 
thefamename. This is fuller of Sulphur than the reft, and more 
blew^nnd leaveth a yellow Flower upoathe boards, as the others 
doe a white. 

The third is the NervBath, out. of the Town nigh the Gate 5 
which when I faw was full of people Zinging. 

The fourth, the $cms- **>£ which hath a partition in the mid- 
dle tofeparate the men from the Women. 

The fifth, St. ^Vw Bath, of a Triangular farm. 

Thefixth, tito-Stggars Bath alwayes follow^ fo as they If 
down in it.

turns ' into dj;pps pf Gold or Amber. 

Dot-is, 4. Hungarian miles from .Camp** in Hungary, famous 
for being watered with great numbers of Springs, hath alfoSulr 
phuiepus Bachs, fsid to be warm in Winter* I was there in 
Marsh and Otfokr, and both times found their warmth very re*- 
mifs 3 feared .perceiveable. Inr colour they are blewifh^ and; to 
tafteacid. The <$neens-bath and the Great-jBath rife in a Marfb, 
North-ward of theCaiile. Theieis another Bath in. the Gover- 
nors garden within thr Town. They are ufed as thofe of Man- 
ners dorf\ by being boyl'd, and powr'd into Bathing tubbs. 

At B4i k k,ii two.Huagar. mile.\from" Freifiat^ in a Meadow, I 
took notice of 15. Baths : Andthere h ve been more y but the 
river JVaag eatet;- away the banks, and . fwallows up the Baths, 
and into tfrree of thefe 15. it hath alfo broke in. The Water of 
thefe is like to that of Baden in Aujlria 3 it leaves a white Sedi- 
ment 
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merit upoa the Mofs and places it wa(heth> and tin&ureth metals 
black: which:! experimented by patting money into it j and 
flicking fome into the ground over iwhich the water pafTeth, 
that part, which was in the ground, retained its own colour, 
and the other part in the -Bath-water acquired a Coal-black. 
1 hefe Bathes are open, and very hot. 

The Baths of Boinitz, nigh the river Nitraln Hungary, are of 
amoderat gentle heat, delightful to bath in, much beautified 
by Count Palfi Palatine of Hungary : And all of them covered 
under one iarge roof. The firfti'stheNoblemens Bath, built of 
ftone defcended into on all fides by ftone- ftayres. Four more 
there are of Wood, but very handfomly and well built. 

AtStut%-3 Hungarian miles from NctvfoL and iiiomchrem* 
nitZy -nearlto a rivolet, are divers Baths of great e£teem 5 and 
much frequented 5 the water whereof is clear ? and fmells of 
Sulphur 5 the fediment greefc. It colours the wood ovtr it 
green and black, but does not change the colour of metals fo 
foon as moft others. I left money in it a whole night, which 
was yet but faintly coloured. The Springs arife under-neath, 
and pafs thorough the holes in the plancher of the Baths. The 
heat thereof is anfwerable to t % e Kings- Bath in England. Thefe 
Baths are 7. The fuft 3 is the Noblemans Bath. The fecond, 
theGentlemans. The' thirds the Country-mans, T he fo urth, 
the Country- womans. The fiftlr, the Beggars-bath. Thefixt^ 
for fuch as are irife&ed with the LuesFenerea. The feventh^the 
Bath of the Gypfies$ of whom there are many in thofe parts. 
Thefe Baths arena plain, encompafTed en all fides with hills, 
Theme: heft unto them are towards the Eaft 5 and it is- the fame 
ridge ot hills, which on the other fide are fo rich in Metals. 

Glas-HittW'i'an Hungarian mile, or about 7. "Enghfli-miles 
from S cbcmmtz,, hathfive Baths .$ two of which are large. It 
depofes a red fediment 5 and incruftates the wood and featesof 
the Bath under water withaftony fubftance 5 and it guildeth 
Silver. Euc the moft remarkable of thefe Baths is that, which 
is called the Sweating Bath, whofe hot Springs drain thorough 
an hill, and fall into a Bath, built to receive them ; at one 
end of which, by afcending, I went into a Cave, which is made 
a noble Stove by the heat of thefe Therm*, and fo order *d with 
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Seats, that every one who fits in it, either by chufiflgan high- 
er or lower feat, may regulate his fweating, or iajoy what de- 
cree of heat he defireth ? This Cave,as alfo the fides of the Bath, 
are cove:ed,hy t \ e continual dropping ot thefe hot fprings, with 
a red^ white and green fubftance : the red and green make the 
befl /hew. but the white is ufed againft the $tone,and cureth Ul- 
cers and fore back s of horfes . 

Eifen-bach^ about 4 Englifh miles &QmGl<&-&itte#, and 5 or 
6. from Schemniz> y hath alfo hot Baths 5 which I fuppofe are 
thofe inquired after in your laft Qgeftion. Here are fern you di- 
vers pieces of that fediment and ftone,taken out of thefe Baths 5 
and one, which I took from the end of a Spout, through which 
thefe Tkerm& had formerly paffed. The wood ftill flicks to the 
bottom of it, but is not turned into ftone/as you may fee:) Yet 
I have feen great trees, plac'd at the top or fuperficies of the wa- 
ter in the Bath, which have fuffered petrifaction. Here are two 
convenient Baths, much frequented i and a third, which is made 
by the water let out of the former, called the Snakis-bAth* from 
the number of Snakes coming into and delighting in it, when 
it is filled with thefe warm waters. 

The natural Baths of Buda are efteem'd the nobleft of Europe, 
not only in refpeft of the large and hot fprings, but the magni- 
ficence of ther Buildings/ For the Turks bath very much 5 and, 
though little curious inmoft of their private houfes, yet are they 
very fumptuous in their Publick Buildings , as their Chans or 
Caravanfaras, Mcfdes y Bridges and Baths declare. 

There are 8 Baths, whereof I had opportunity to take notice 
during my flay at Buda 5 3 towards the Eaft and South-Eaft- 
part of the City, in the way leading towards Con^antinofle^ and 
5, towards the Weft-end of the Town in the way towards old 
oferty and Strigonium* 

The firftjisa large open Bath at the foot of an high rocky hill, 
formerly called PvrgAtormm y whereof the people have fome odd 
and fcruplous apprehenfions. 

The fecond is covered with a C^/^and Aandsnigh the fame 
Hill, but more into the Town, and near a place where they ufe 
Tanning. 

The third is called the Bathoi the Green Vihrsy though at 
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prefentthey be ofa red cblour^ arid it ftands over againfi: the Caravan/art* 
The water islrot, but tolerable^ without addition of cold water Jt isampre- 
gnated with a Petrifying juyce,which difcovers it fclf on the fides of the 
Bath upon the Spouts and other pfaces,and maketh a gray (tone .- And the 
Exhalation from the Batb,reverberated by the Cupola,by the Irons exren- 
ded from one Column to another, and by the Capitals of the Pillars, for- 
med* long Hones' like Ice-icles, which hang to all the faid places ^ fuch as 
maybe obferv'd in many fubterraneous Grotto's, and particularly in £#-. 
gland in 9key*hoh in Somer[et-Jbire % and Pooks-hole in Darbj-Jhtre. 

The water is let out at night, when the women have done bathing,who 
often ftay late. The Bath is round fet about with large Pillars fupporting 
a Cupola, which hath openings to letoutthefteam thereof* and yet the 
whole room continues to be an hot (love. 

The Baths of the Weft-end of the Town are i . TaBalii or the Bath of 
the Table ; a fmall Bath covered : the Water white, and of a Sulphureous 
fmelf. They drink of this as well as bath in it What they drink, they re* 
ceive from a Spout, bringing the Water into this place. I delivered a fi ve« 
^//-piece to a Turk, bathing in it^ to guild for me, which he did in about 
a minute, by rubbing it between his fingers, while the hot water fell from 
the fpout upon it. 

2. BarHtDegrimwe % or the Bath of the P o nder-mill. It rifes in an 
open pond near the high way, and mix£th with the frefh Springs, fo that 
the pond is of a whitilh colour in one pak, and dear in the other, as alfo 
cold and hot in feveral purrs. This conveyed crofs the high way into a 
Powder-mill, becomes ufeful in making of Gun-powder. 1 hey conceive 
here, that this Bath communicates with the Sulphureous Springs at Dotis % 
many miles diftant. 

3. Cn^oculige , the little Bath or the Bath of the Saint; for which 
name theTurks give a fuperftitious reafon.Tis kept by Turkifli Monks/The 
Bath, where the Springs arife, is fo hot as fcarce to be endured ; but being 
let out into another bathing place at fomc diftance,it becomes tolerable and 
fit for ufe. This water hath neither colour, fmeii, nor tafte different from 
Common water, and depofeth no fediment • onely the fides of the Bath 
are green, and have a fungous fubftance all over. 

4. Kaplih, a very noble Bath, but part of the buildings was confu- 
med this year (1*669) by a great fire which happnM in Bada\ but is by 
this time repaired by the Turks. The water is very hot, not without a pe- 
trifying juyce in it. The Building about is eight fquare, with a noble Bath 
in the middle x with a circle of a Trench of water about it for the better 
ornament. On every fide it has a Nichio % wherein is a fountain. In the 
middle of the Antichamber (where they leave their cloaths) there is alfo 
a fair Stone bafon and a fountain,

petrifying fuyce in it • and is f > hot, that to make it tolerable,it requires the 
addition of cold water, This is. the nobleft Bath of any. Ifre Anti-chamber 
very I trge, the Bath-room cap ;ciou&, and high-arched, and adorned with 
5. Cupola's- one a very fair one, over the* great round Bath in the middle; 
and one letter, over each of the 4 corners; where are cither Baths or Bath- 
ftoves for more private ufe : In thefe the Turks take off the hair of their 
Bodies by a pfilothrum mixt with foap; . it being not their cuftom, to have 
any hair, except on their beards; and-a lock on the crown of their heads. 
Twelve Pillars fupport the great Cupola, between 8 whereof are fountains 
of the hot water, and between the other are places to fie down, where the 
Barbers and Batsmen attend. And each of thefe places have 2 citterns of 
free-ftone, into Which are let in pot Bath* water and alfo cold water, to be 
mixt and tempered as every one pleafeth. 

Men bathein the morning, and Women in the afternoon. When any 
man intends to bathe, having entred the fir ft rooms, he findes there divers 
Servants attending, and furnifhing him with a cloth and apron. . Then he 
puts off his apparel, and having put on the apron, he eptreth the 2<* room, 
wherein the great Bath is 3 an4 fits on the fide of the Bath, or between the 
Pillars nigh a fountain •, where the Barber ftronglyrubs him with his hand 
opened, ftretching out his armes, and lifting them up*, after which the 
party batheth. Then, if he be a fubjed: of the G.Signors^ or, it be the 
cuftom of his Countrey,hehath his head fhaved, and if a young man,his 
beard, except the upper-lip. Next, the Barber rubs his breaft, back, arms 
and legs, with an hair-cloth, while he either fitteth, or Iyeth with his 
face downward ,• then wafhes his head with foap - and after throws cold 
water upon him all over his Body • and fo the party walks about in the 
fleam of the Bath for a time. 

Thefe Baths are made ufe of two wayes, either by encring into the wa- 
ter, or fitting about the Bath in the fleam. For the vapour of the Bath 
makes the whole room a ftove • and moft fweat as long as they flay in it 5 
and fome enter not the water at all,, but have it powr'd upop them^or elfe 
only continue in the fleam of the Bath ; which fufficiently provoketh 
fweat. 

So much of the Baths, Upon the fide of Mount Calenberg, towards the 
North are Stones marked with Trees and Leaves. In the Hermitage of the 
Camaldulenfes, feated upon a Peak of this hill, I law fair ones, with which 
they pav'd the walk in their Gardens. This place is 2 German miles from 
Vienna. 

Not far from Manne rs-dorf is the Emperor's Jgxarry of Stone, out of 
which are made the bed Buildings in Vienna: In which, where-foever 
there is a clefcor feparation of one ftone from another, the water falling 
betwixt them, leaves a petrification, thereby,as 'twere,healing the wound, 
by making a flony callm, not exaftly like the pirts,which it- joinsiogether. 

An 
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An Englifli mite from Treiftat in Hungary North-Ward , is a Quarry 
of Stone, out of which many great Stones are digged, tranfparent aud 

refembling Sugarcandy. 

At Banca, two Hungar. miles [from Freifiat North-ward, is a Quar- 
ry of white (lone, nigh the Hot Baths of that place; over which is 
a lay of Chalk of about a yard thick, very beautiful to the Eye , as be- 
ing of all colors, except green; fo finely mixt, ftreaked, and (ha- 
ded, that it furpaffeth Marble-paper • and the water dropping upon ic, 
doth as twere varnifh it. 

At Schemnitz, in Hungary, famous for Silver-Mines, is an high perpen- 
dicular Rock, part of which, from the top to the bottom, is naturally 
tin&ur'd with a fhining fair blew and green • And I have heard from a 
Spaniard, who liv'd long in the Weft-Indies, that there is alfo a rock, like 
thisnigh to tlhe Silver-mines in Peru. 

The Mountain of Cllffura, being a part of Mount H^mm y as alfo 
Mount Pyrlipe (both which I piffed over travelling from Belgrade towards 
LarijfainTheffaly) doe (hine like Silver and day and night, either by 
the light of the Sun or Moon, afford a glittering pleafant (hew, caufed by 
the great quantity of MufcovygUf^ wherewith thefe Hills abound. 
There are alfo Talcum-rocks nigh Spit alt in upper Carinthia^ as I have 
been informed by M. D0w//**,who. liveth there. lam unwilling to omit 
an Hill nigh Sarvizza, two dayes journey on this fide Larijfa, which 
confifU of an earth of a fine red colour, out of which the red Earthen 
Veffelsof that Country are made •, as alfo the great number of AciduU 
nigh Tranfchin in Hungary, there being 32 plentiful fprings of them; 
likewife an Hot Bath nigh Btllacherqua in Bulgaria , it being fcitua- 
tcd farr from any habitation, yet well built by the Turk?, and very re- 
frefhing to Travellours. It hath a red fediment, and miketh a gray 
(tone. 

Being atLarijfam The(faly y where the Gr. Segnor hath long refided, 
I understood, that he hadpaffeda good part of the hot Summer of 1669. 
upon the neighbouring mount Oljm^m ; and; by the Interpreters to the 
EmperoursRefident, thellfaftrijf Signordi Cafa mva, (who were ob- 
liged to attend the Suhanuyon the mountain) 1 was infornvd that there 
was a Spring of a whitifli water upon that Hi!!, which was drank of by 
manyperfons in their great heat and third, contraftedby afcending iM 
mountain, but proved very deftruftive unto them in 3 dayes, they then 
complaining of an heavinefs and coldnefs of their Stomacks till they 
dyed.
